Refiner Havemeyer’s Little Interview 
with Its Framers. 


Important Land Decision by the Interior Depart- 
ment—The President Sends in a Long List 
of Nominations—Oiher Matters at 
the Nationa!

WASHINGTON (D.°C.), July 9.—[By the 
Associated Press.] ‘Senate.—A motion to 
refer to the Committee on Pensions one of 
the vetoed pension bills was made the 
groundwork of a speech by Mr. Stewart 
against the frequent exercise of the veto 
power of the President.

CITY COUNCILMEN ENGAGE.IN A 
LIVELY QUARKEL, 


The Able Gentlemen Call Each 
Other Hard Names—A Lot of Talk 
and but Littie Business Trans- 
acted — Reports of the Various 
Committees, 


The City Council met in regular session, 
yesterday morning, with President Hum- 
pbhreys in the chair and Messrs, Matthews, 
Barrett, Moriarty, Teed, Book, Collins, 
Hanley, Sinsabaugh and Chandler present 
at roll-call. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read, and, there being no objection, they 
were adopted, and regular business was 
becun with the report of the Mayor on the 
sale of water. The Zanjero’s report was 
also read, and both were referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

The report of the Board of Public Works 
was pres*nted. The only recommendation 
to attract any attention was one on a peti- 
tion from property-owners on Tenth street, 
asking permission to grade and gravel the 
street. The recommendation was to grant 
the permission. 

Mr. Chandler arose on the recommenda- 
tion, and said that he doubted the right 
of the Council to instruct people to grade 
their own streets, unless it was done under 
the Vrooman Act, The paving and gravel- 
ing, he said, were now ia a muddle, and he 
would like to see the matter settled right 
here. He presented a protest from property- 
owners on Boyle avenue, between First 
and Josephine streets, against such work. 
They had graded their own portion of the 
street some time ago and paid for it, and 
they didn’t want to be assessed to improve 
the whole street. 

WHAT HE THINKS. 

Mr. Barrett said that these people just 
wanted to get out of paying their pro rata 
of the cost te make a heavy cut and con- 
struct a bridce on the street near their 

roperty. The grading of their own_ por- 
tion of the street amounted to but little, as 
the ground was level. They had paid for 
that, and thought thus to get out of paying 
to get down the hill and build the bridge, 
throwing that all on the shoulders of the 
other property-owners. 

Mr. Barrett said further that he had 
talked to Mr. Vrooman, and that gentleman 
had said thatacity could grade all they 
wished under their charter without the 
Vrooman Act. The Vrooman Act simply 
compelled the people to grade. The state- 
ment of the Couricilmen that the city could 
not-grade a street except under the Vroo- 
man Act was without foundation, 

Mr. Sinsabaugh said he would like to 
have that technicality settled, as it would 
have much to doin guiding his actions in 
the future.

Things were going on so slowly 
that every few moments motions were made 
to adjourn. 

A batch of bids for making a driveway 
around the lake in Westlake Park were 
read and referred tothe Board of Public 
W orks. 

The body was becoming thoroughly tired 
out, and a more listless lot of legislators is 
rarely seen. They paid no attention to the 
routine work, andthe President was com- 
pelled to rap them up two or three times to 
getthemto vote on any question.

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The Board of Public Works and Finance 
Committee reported, recommending that a 
bill of $1081.46, for the grading of the in- 
tersections of New Main with the cross 
streets, which work had been given out by 
private contract over a year ago, be paid. 

Mr. Chandler immediately moved to la 
the report on the table. There wasa loo 
of surprise at his motion, and he noticing 
it, got on his feet and said he didn’t see 
where the Council had a right to pay for 
the work on these intersections, ‘‘and,”’ 
said he, “I will continue to vote against it 
until h—1 freezes over and we’re skating on 
the ice.” 

Mr. Barrett moved the adoption of the 
report. Another motion was made by Mr.

It was re- 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. 

THE STREETS. 

Mr. Sinsabaugch called the attention of 
the Superintendent of Streets to the condi- 
tion of Flower street, between Eighth and 
Ninth. The President also called his atten- 
tion to Grand avenue where the water com- 
pany had torn it up. 

The Vrooman Act came up again, Mr. 
Hawley being the agitator. e said that if 
the Vrooman Act was a title by which 
they must go, they must insert “Superin- 
tendent of Streets,” where ‘City Surveyor” 
occurs in the specifications. 

Mr. Chandler said that there ought to be 
some means cf telling how much lime there 
should be in the bitaminous limerock used 
in the streets, and that there should bea 
certain minimum percentage. He said that 
it seemed the city couldn’t have any other 
kind of street a bituminous limerock, 
even if there were two or three other kinds 
of specifications there. 

Mr. Barrett calied him to order. He 
answered that he was in order, but the 
President ruled him down. 

Mr. Barret moved to refer the specifica- 
tions to the City Attorney for such altera- 
tions as they might see fit. Carried. 

IDOLE MONEY. 

Mr. Book said he wanted to call the at- 
tention of the Council to a very important 
matter, and that was the advancing of the 
$20,000 personal tax now lying idle to the 
Board of Education. with which they might 
do something toward building new school- 
houses. Mr. Barrett objected on the ground 
of illegality, and the matter was referred to 
the City Attorney. 

Mr. Chandler asked the Clerk at this 
pointif he had a protest from persons against 
the paving of Main street between Ninth 
and Washington. Mr. Barrett immediately 
objected, and attempted to cork the pro- 
ceedings by moving to refer all petitions to 
the proper committees without reading. 

Mr. Chandler said he had a right to hear 
the petition, and he would demand it. [fit 
was a crime to ask it he was guilty. Mr.

MAYOR WORKMAN ON THE WAR- 
PATH WITH A MHAT-AX. 


A Little War-cloud Springs Up in 
the Council Chamber Which May 
Bring Forth Several Big Sensa- 
tions—Street Assessments by the 
Wholesale. 


A question was raised in the Council 
yesterday which opens up a matter in 
which almost every property owner in the 
city is interested. It is no less than the 
calling inte question of the validity of every 
piece of street grading done in the city dur- 
ing the past two years which has not been 
done under the provisions of the Vrooman 
Act, and should the Council sustain the 
action of the Board of. Public Works it has 
the power to go back and compe! every 
property owner who, under the old law, has 
gone ahead and spent his money in good 
faith, to again put his hand in his pocket 
and pay also for the improvement of his 
neighbor’s property. The matter in which 
the case came up is as follows: On October 
24, 1887, W. BH. Workman and other wer 
erty owners on Boyle avenue appeared be- 
fore the Council and asked permission, 
under the old law, to grade Boyle avenue 
from First to Josephine streets, There was 
no objection, and on November 7, 1887, a 
resolution of intention to ce the street 
as above stated, was ordered poe 
which was done, and on the 23d of January, 
1888, Boyle avenue from First street to 
Josephine was ordered graded and abutting 
property owners were allowed to do their 
own grading. Work was at once proceeded 
with, allthe property owners contributing 
their share for the grading, with one excep- 
tion. The work was done in a first-class 
manner, the residents along the line of the 
improvement stipulating with the con- 
tractor that he was not to receive his last 
pas ment until the work had been accepted 

y the city, Onthe 7th of June, 1888, the 
work having been completed it was in- 
spected by the City Engineer, who gave a 
certificate that it was in accordance with 
the grade furnished by him; that the work 
was acceptable to him and thatall the re- 
quirements had been complied with. On 
this certificate the Board of Public Works 
recommended to the Council that the work 
be accepted, and it was done, when the 
property owners paid the contractor his 
last ment, whenit was thought that 
the whole matter was settled, as it should 
have been. But such was not the case. 
After the work had all been paid for, and 
accepted by the city, the lot-owner who de- 
clined to come in on the first proposition, 
as well as one or two who lived beyond the 
graded portion of the avenue, thought that 
it would beagood scheme to have their 
portion of the street graded, and that they 
would also attempt to make the people who 
had paid for their own work contribute to- 
ward increasing the value of their property 
soa petition was presented te the Board of 
Public Works asking that the street be 
graded under the provisionsof the Vroo- 
man Act, which would make all the prop- 
erty on the entire street liable for assess- 
ment. one om as it may seem, this petition 
was regarded favorably by the Board of 
Publie Works, who so reported to the Coun- 
cil, and it would have probably gone 
through yesterday but for the ener- 
getic protests of several Councilmen, 
whe declined to see such a gross in- 
justice perpetrated without at least putting 
themselves on fecord against it. The citi- 
zens themselves, too, were not disposed to 
submit tamely, and a strong protest, signed 
. Shatte, 102 feet; A. F. Gless, 300 
feet; E. H. Workman, 104 feet; R. HL 
Bryant, 52 feet; W. H. Workman, 2700 feet, 
and Elvira Shry by C. C. Davis, 60 feet, 
was presented to the Council, setting forth 
sudstantially the*facts in the case, and, 
after debate yesterday, the entire matter 
went over for one week, the City Attorney 
in the meantime to prepare an opinion set- 
ting forth the law in the case. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 

The question is far more important than 
it looks toa superticial observer, and not 
only affects the property-owners abutting 
along the line of Boyle avenue, but those on 
every street in the city which has been 
partially graded. These people complied 
with every provision of law, and spent 
their money in good faith, and if, under the 

rovisions of the Vrooman Act, wer can 

made to again pay for work already 
done, and the assessments for improving a 
street floated back over the entire length of 
the said street, as in the case of Boyle ave- 
nue, there is nothing to prevent the same 
course on Spring, Main, or any other street 
that has not been entirely graded, althou rh 
the residents on the streets may have al- 
ready expended thousands of dollars. Nor 
is this all. Should this position of the 
Board of Public Works be sustained by the 
Council, it would declare in effect that 
every foot of street graded in the city dur- 
ing the past two years, except such as was 
done under the Vrooman Act, was irregu- 
lar and virtually void. This would lead to 


other complications that would cause no 


end of trouble. For instance, under the 
Vrooman Act, the property owners are re- 
quired to pay for intersections, whereas, 
under the eid law, this expense was borne 
by the city, and warrants are being drawn 
even now for this class of work. If the 
work has been done yee , then all of 
this money has been illegally paid, and 
could be recovered by the various disburs-

A WHACK AT THE MAYOR. . 

A Times reporter last evening inter- 
viewed several members of the Council, be- 
sides other parties, and it was the general 
impression thatthe whole thing was a per- 
soual drive at Mayor Workman, As one 
gentleman said: “The whole thing is 
plain as daylight.

THE CHIEF OF POLIOK ORGAN- 
IZES A PARDON MILL 


He Thinks He Can Uut-do Ex-Gov. 
Stoneman in That Particular Line 
—He Turns an 80-Day Man Out of 

Jail Without the Governor's Con- 
sent. 


There is no doubt but what Chief ot Po- 
lice Cuddy is carrying things with a high 
hand, and running things about the station 
pretty much as he pleases, as the following 
case in point will show: 

Some days since a notorious “mac” 
named Al Howard was arrested and tried 
before the City Justice, and was sentenced 
to 80 days’ imprisonment. The sentence 
was suspended on condition that he at once 
leave town and not return. The fellow did 
leave but only remained away a day or two, 
when he showed up on the streets again, 
and on Saturday morning last, between 9 
and 10 o’clock, Officer Auble caught How- 
ard on Main street and took him into cus- 
tody. He was brought to the station, where 
he was booked as having an 80-day sentence 
to serve, and, on being searched, $83.75 in 
money and severai articles were found in his 
possession, which were taken charge of by 
the property clerk, and he was locked up. 
The fellow did not serve out his sentence, 
however; in fact, he remained behind the 
bars but a short time, when word 
was sent to P. Ballade, a power 
in Democratic ward politics, and in a few 
minutes that worthy put in an appearance. 
He had a consultation with the Chief, 
which, while not long, was evidently to the 
point, for shortly after, the Chief came out 
ot his office, when the turnkey was ordered 
to release Howard, his money was returned 
to him, and he left the station with Ballade, 
the only minute made of the occurrence 
being an entry on the police blotter, ‘‘Re- 
leased by the Chief.” It is not known 
where Mr. Cuddy got the legal right to

and if he can constitute himself a final court 
of appeal, and overrule decisions in this 
manner, then itis no use of going through 
the formality of atrial.

the Governor. It is a matter which should 
at once be investigated by the District At- 
torney and all the facts gixen to the public. 
There are limits, under a republican form 
of government, even to the powers of a

East Los Angeles Will Mave a 
Change of Government, or She 
Will Know the Keason Why—They 
Give City Officials a Hard Name. 


* Saturday evening the East Side Board of 


Trade met and elected the following offi- 
cers: President, D. Gilbert Dexter; vice- 
presidents, William Vickery, L. M. Brown, 
David Carr; secretary, H. H. Cooper; treas 
urer, Uri Embody, After the audience had 
settied down to business, the new president 
delivered the following address, which is of 
interest to every man in Los Angeles: 

Gentlemen of the East Los Angeles 
Board of Trade: Whether true or untrue, 
it is evident that public opinion tends to 
the belief that the city of Angeles is 
one of the worst governed cities in the land. 
lt >! not be policy, as that much abused 
word is so often applied, to say that the 
sanitary condition of the city is not on! 
Shameful but actually dangerous. It woul 
certainly be food for scandal, and perhaps 
cause for legal action if you dared avouse 
any one of our city officials of jobbery or 
having complicity with those who draw 
money from the city treasury. lt would 
not be pleasant to say that some of the 
guardians of our city conspire with those 
who obtain their money in an illegal man- 
ner. And he it is often intimated that’ 
“for waysthat are dark,” etc., there are 
those who would disdain to be called Mon- 
golian, who are proficient in the art of 

atLering shekels obtained in not a purely 
egal manner. Whetherthere has ever been 
an illegal act on the part of those in author- 
ity we certainly are not cognizant. 

Far be it from us to accuse directly or in- 
directly any one officially connected, or 
otherwise, yet we do most emphatically 
aflirm what has become a notorious 
that the streets of the city, as a rule,: 
are in amust discreditable condition, that 
effective sewerage is demanded, and that at 
once; that the police department is in a de- 

lorable state if we take the statements as 

acts which are given in the reports of the 
daily press. These and many more are the 
ievances which the great and good public 

“ar with more than a Christian fortitude, 
It might be an interesting chapter to read 
asto the manner of awarding contracts. 
The secret history of a city like this might 
prove more exciting reading than the most 
attractive novel. . 

It is certain that the time has come when 
a radical change for the better is demanded. 
The people, regardless of wealth or posi- 
tion, should arise and demand reform in 
the affairs of the municipal government. It 
has become a crying necessity that should 


_be borne no longer. It is not a matter for a 


party to settle, but for the people in their 
might and power, The best men, regard- 
less of party, should be selected to fill ail 
places of official trust in a city like this. 
Lhe best governed cities are those where 
party lines, as such, are never drawn, but 
where the people rule. Letit beso in the 
beautiful city of “the Angels’’—the 
city 1 love best.

The grading and opening up of streets, 
the building and care of bridges, school ac- 
commudations, building of hotels, opera- 
houses and halls for public accommodation, 
with many other important matters which 
are Stantly accumulating in a growing 
community like this, Perhaps no one mat- 
ter is of such deep concern to this city as a 
whole as the sewage question—one that 
should not be trifled with and made the toy 
for designing politicians to play with. It is 
a matter calling for sound judgment, with 
care that all jobbery be eliminated from its 
system and work, The undue haste mani- 
fested at the last meeting of the City Coun- 
cil to carry through a sewage scheme should 
be guarded against.

Palpable Absurdities. 


The Trombone finds fault with our 
criticism of the following able, though 
somewhat startling assertion, which 
appeared in its issue of Saturday: 


Right in Los Angeles city, property is in 
cemand now at prices very mucii greater 
than were ever offered before, and no oue 
has any for sale. 


Wereally think that this statement 
is open to some criticism. Itis a fact 
that there are more than a score of lots 
within the city limits which the owners 
might be induced to part with, at 
prices not much .over those asked a 
year ago. Persons arriving from the 
East, in search of property, will be apt 
to discover this fact within a few 
months, and then they are liable to 
think that our statements regarding 
other matters are equally ill-founded. 
What does the Trombone take its 
readers for,anyhow? As to its remark 
about ‘‘wash sales,” we don’t know 
what it means toinsinuate. The sales 
placed on record are bona fide, 
as it may easily discover. It can 
also easily discover, what everyone 
but itself knows, that three-fourths of 
these recorded sales represent the 
final payments and handing over of 
deeds of sales made a year ago, on the 
usual terms of one-third cash, one- 
third six and one-third twelve months. 
The Tromboue’s owl-like and absurd 
weekly comments on the enormity of 
our present real-estate business simply 
raise an audible smile on the faces of 
its local readers and cause new ar- 
rivals to believe that we are a set of 
nfernal liars. The truth about the 
present and future of Los Angeles is 
good enough.

Col. Harrison first joined me in com- 
mand of a brigade of Ward’s Division in 
Lookout Valley, preparatory to entering 
upon what is called the campaign of At- 
lanta. My attention was first attracted to 
this young officer by the superior excel- 
lence of his brigade in discipline and in- 
struction, the result of his labor, skill and 
devotion. With more foresight than | have 
witnessed in any officer of his experience, 
he seemed to act upon the principle 
that success depended upon the thorough 
preparation in discipline and esprit of his 
command for conflict more than om any in- 
fluence that couid be exertedin the field 
itself, and when the collision came his com- 
mand vindicated his wisdoin as much as his 
valor. In ail the achievements of the 
Twentieth Corps of that campaign, Gen. 
Harrison hore conspicuous part At 
saca and Peach Tree Creek the conduct o 
himself and command were especially dis- 
tinguished. Col. Harrison is an officer of 
superior abilities and of great professional 
and personal worth. It gives me great 
favor to commend him favorably to the 
honorable Secretary, with the assurance 
that his preferment will be a just recog- 
nition of his services and martial accom- 
plishments.

Seven-eighths of the ‘Town 


Burned. 


Twenty-five Residences and Many 
Stores Reduced to Ashes. 


A Stiff Breeze Renders the Work of 
Ruin Very Rapid. 


Other Coast News—An Oregon Sheriff’s Marder 
by Convicte—How.a Sinking Vessel’s Sig- 
nals of Distress Were Disregarded—

Suisun, July 9%.—[By the Associated 
Press.| At 2:50 this afternoon fire was dis- 
covered in a shed back of the residence of 
W.T. Bartlett. A strong western wind 
was blowing, and though the fire company 
was on the ground almost immediately, in 
half an hour all the adjoining buildings 
were in flames. The wind soon communi- 
cated the flames to the postoffice across the 
street and to the warehouses at the back of 
the stores on Main street, as well as across 
Salano street to the north. The fire raged 
furiously, and the brick stores in the two 
main business blocks of the town were de- 
stroy 
But a small quantity of goods was taken 
from the stores, and most of. that was after- 
ward burned. There were eight blocks de- 
stroyed, bounded by Washington street on 
the west, the slough on the east, California 
street on the south, and Alameda and Sac- 
ramento on the north, At least seven- 
eighths of the poe -in the town was 
destroyed, as all the stores had recently laid 
in large supply stocks for the summer. 
Late in the afternoon a steamer was sent 
up from Vallejo with 20 men of the Vallejo 
fire department, who did excellent work 
checking the progress of the flames. 
During the fire Thomas Henley cut the 
arteries in his forearm; Mrs. Warden was 
run over by a horse, and Ed Anderson fell 
from the roof of his father’s house,

Proposed Line from Australia to 
British Columbia.

A FOOL LIBSLS B. 
COHN IN Tiith OR ROSIOLE, 


He Is Falsely Accused of Swindling 
an Or, han—the Orphan's Attor- 
ney interviewed, and I timates 
That He Did Not Start the Story. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of Sunday, 
which arrived yesterday, contained the fol- 
lowing special dispatch from this city: 

Los ANGELES, July 7.—A document filed 
today in the Superior Court promises to 
produce a sensation, involving as it dues 
the integrity of a Democratic Councilman 
whose naine heretofore has been a synonum 
for rigid honesty and commercial reputa- 
tion.

appointed administrator, with a bond of 


carel as sureties. He settled with Mrs. 
Schiessinger and received her quittance, 
but is aileved to have made only two re- 
ports as guardian of the petitioner, the last 
ove dated January 21, 1879, which showed 
belonging to petitioner coin and notes on 
hand to the amount of $12,370.25. Since 
that petitioner states that he has been ul 
able to get any statement from Colin, 
aithough be has asked repeatedly for one. 
The law provides that av annual report 
must be made. 

‘Lhe dispaich created something of a sen- 
Sation, as it was the first attack ever made 
on the persenal honor and integrity of Mr. 
Cohn, who has been a resident of this city 
for many years, ard has occupied wiiny po- 
sitions of public trust. Lt was Known that 
a petion had Dvren fied by Mr. Schiessinger, 
before Judge Gardiner, asking for an ac-
